The red-shirted miner who first 
declared: “Thar’s gold in them 
hills” literally knew his vege- 
tables. 

Production of the yellow metal 
has declined as the state’s agri- 
cultural yield has increased, until 
today, according to Secretary of 
State Frank C. Jordan, gold pro- 
duction since discovery in ‘48 
totals less than current values of 
the land from which California 
farmers take $700,000,000 annual- 
ly. 

Acre for acre, taking a broad 
average through the state, Cali- 
fornia land is worth less than 
twice as much as the average 
farming area throughout the Wni- 
ted States. 

Despite the adage that sure 
things mature slowly, the state’s 
land values have increased with 
amazing rapidity in recent years. 
This state alone showed a gain in 
average land values in the de- 
cade of 1900-20, when, throughout 
the nation prices boomed only to 
deflate tremendously with the end 
of the World War. 

Today California’s average land 
value, $115 is exceeded by that of 
but one state, Iowa, where ac- 
cording to Jordan’s suggestion, 
the average of $184.87 may be 
influenced by high-class sales- 
manship induced by eagerness to 
bring plenty of money west for 
investment in Golden State lands. 

Other leading agricultural 
states have not yet recovered 
from the price decline suffered 
after the war, California being 
the one commonwealth showing 
steady progression in values. 

The average of farm worth, ir- 
respective of soil quality, location 
or size likewise has gained in 
this state, climbing from $1633 
in 1920, when the total value of 
88,197 ranches was $1,450,601,488, 
to $2311 this year, when there are 
more than 137,000 farms in opera- 
tion with combined land and build- 
ing values of $3,152,488,322, Jor- 
dan declared.
